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THE  NATIONAL  BANKS  OF  PLANO,  TEXAS

Plano  is  a  suburb  north  of  Dallas  that  is  located  in  southern  Collin 
County.  Plano  was  named  for  the  plains  on  which  the  town  was  built 
in  1851.  In  the  last  20  years  Plano  has  rapidly  grown  from  a  country 
town  to  a  bustling  suburb.  At  this  time  we  will  look  at  the  early  na¬ 
tional  banks  of  Plano  that  helped  lay  the  foundation  for  this  success¬ 
ful  community. 

THE  PLANO  NATIONAL 
BANK  OF  PLANO 


Third  Charter,  Series  of  1902  Blue  Seal,  Plain  Back  and  signed  hy  D. 
S.  Coleman,  Cashier  and  J.  H.  Gulledge,  President. 


In  January  of  1887,  Thomas  Chil¬ 
ton  Jasper  of  Kentucky  came  to 
Plano  looking  for  a  building  where¬ 
in  to  conduct  a  hanking  business. 
He  organized  The  Plano  National 
Bank,  investing  $-10,000  of  the  new 
hank’s  capital  of  $50,000.  The  ori¬ 
ginal  organizers  and  stockholders 
who  participated  with  Jasper  were 
John  S.  Armstrong,  George  W.  Bow¬ 
man,  Jackson  H.  Bowman,  Olney 
Davis,  George  W.  Jones,  Henry  C. 
Overaker  and  W.  H.  Thomas.  These 
were  some  of  the  leading  men  in 
town  and  in  the  surrounding  area. 


The  bank  was  organized  on  July  7, 
1887  and  chartered  on  July  28,  1887 
with  charter  number  3764. 

The  I.O.O.F.  lodge  sold  the  lower 
Boor  of  its  two  story  brick  building 
to  the  bank  on  July  14,  1887.  The 
previous  tenant  was  H.  L.  Murray’s 
Saloon.  The  bank  remained  at  this 
location  throughout  its  existence. 

T.  C.  Jasper  served  as  the  bank’s 
first  cashier  for  25  years  until  his 
retirement  in  March  of  1913.  George 
W.  Bowman  served  as  the  bank’s 
first  president  until  his  death  on 
June  24,  1921.  His  brother,  Jackson 
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H.  Bowman,  served  as  the  bank’s 
first  vice-president.  Others  who 
served  as  cashier  were  W.  R. 
Norton,  who  succeeded  Jasper; 
Claude  M.  Jasper,  T.  C.  Jasper’s 
son;  and  I).  S.  Coleman,  who  was  a 
nephew  of  Mrs.  T.  C.  Jasper.  Olney 
Davis  was  a  vice-president  and 
later  was  a  mayor  of  Plano. 

When  George  W.  Bowman  died  in 
1921,  Joseph  H.  Gulledge  became 
president.  He  served  until  The  Plano 
National  Bank  and  The  Farmer’s 
National  Bank  merged  to  form  The 
First  National  Bank  on  January  1, 
1931.  He  then  went  into  retirement. 

On  February  28,  1920,  the  city 
night  watchman  for  Plano,  C.  W. 
Rye,  was  making  his  usual  rounds 
past  the  rear  of  The  Plano  National 
Bank  building  when  he  saw  two 
men  robbing  the  bank.  He  was  shot 
and  fatally  wounded.  He  lived  for 
only  15  minutes,  but  he  told  those 
who  found  him  that  there  were  two 
robbers  involved.  The  robbers  had 
chiseled  a  hole  through  the  brick 
wall  large  enough  for  a  man  to  slip 
through.  It  was  variously  estimated 
that  the  value  of  the  Liberty  Bonds 
stolen  was  as  low  as  $20,00  or  as 
high  as  $150,000.  However,  the  hank 
actually  lost  about  $1,100  in  bonds, 
and  about  200  safety  deposit  boxes 
had  been  plundered.  About  15  minutes 
after  Rye  was  shot,  the  sound  of  an 
automobile  “thundering  past”  was 
reported  south  of  town  at  5:00  A.M. 
This  robber.v  reminded  the  citizens 
of  the  time  in  1895  when  the  bank 
had  its  safe  blown  and  $20,000  in 
cash  was  stolen.  Unfortunately,  the 
robbers  in  neither  crime  were  ever 
apprehended. 
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The  Plano  National  Bank  issued 
both  large  and  small  size  national 
bank  notes.  The  second  charter  notes 
were  $10  and  $20  Brown  Backs  and 
the  third  charter  notes  were  $10  and 
$20  Red  Seals,  Dated  Back  Blue 
Seals  and  Plain  Back  Blue  Seals.  In 
small  size  nationals,  the  bank  issued 
$10  and  $20  Type  I  notes, 

THE  FARMERS  & 
MERCHANTS 

NATIONAL  BANK  OF  PLANO 

The  Farmers  and  Merchants  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  of  Plano  was  organized 
on  December  17,  1900  and  chartered 
on  January  1,  1901  with  charter 
number  5692  and  with  a  capital  of 
$50,000.  The  organizers  of  the  bank 
were  Olney  Davis,  who  owned  one- 
third  of  the  stock  and  served  as  the 
bank’s  president  during  its  exis¬ 
tence;  Henry  C.  Jones,  cashier;  other 
stockholders  who  served  on  the  board 
of  directors  were  John  L.  Brown,  J. 
H.  Carpenter,  R.  H.  Crawford,  C.  S. 
Haggard,  James  N.  Mendenhall,  Homer 
L.  Murray  and  C.  F.  Saigling. 

On  February  2,  1905  downtown 
Plano  caugbt  on  fire  and  the  bank 
building  was  damaged.  Plano  was 
known  for  its  downtown  fires  as  it 
had  several  large  ones  since  the  late 
1800’s  and  insurance  rates  were 
very  high  in  this  town  because  of 
them. 

The  bank  was  placed  in  voluntary 
liquidation  on  December  16,  1920, 
and  a  portion  of  its  assets  were 
transferred  to  the  Farmers  State 
Bank  of  Plano,  which  was  charter¬ 
ed  on  December  9,  1920. 

Olney  Davis  served  as  president 
of  the  First  State  Bank  until  his 
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death  in  1922.  Arch  Weatherford 
served  as  vice-president,  and 
Robert  A.  Davis.  OIney's  son, 
served  as  cashier,  becoming  pre- 
ident  upon  the  death  of  his  father. 
The  board  of  directors  included 
these  officers  and  also  J.  H.  Car¬ 
penter,  W.  H.  Chaddick,  Guy  M. 
Rice,  and  William  Forman. 

The  Farmers  State  Bank  was  con¬ 
verted  back  to  a  national  bank  and 
it  was  reorganized  on  January  2, 
1925,  and  chartered  on  January  6, 
1925,  as  The  Farmers  National 
Bank  in  Plano  with  charter  number 
12622.  The  organizers  of  the  new 
bank  were  the  men  who  had  served 
as  directors  of  the  state  bank,  and 
they  served  as  directors  of  the  new 
national  bank  as  well.  R.  A.  Davis 
and  the  Olney  Davis  estate  held 


over  half  of  the  shares  of  the  new 
bank  with  R.  A.  Davis  serving  as 
president.  The  bank  went  into  vol¬ 
untary  liquidation  by  a  resolution 
of  its  stockholders  on  January  23, 
1931,  and  was  succeeded  by  The 
First  National  Bank  of  Plano. 

The  Farmers  and  Merchants  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  issued  the  following 
large  size  second  charter  national 
bank  notes  —  $10  and  $20  Brown 
Backs,  Date  Backs  and  Value  Backs. 
The  total  amount  of  circulation  is¬ 
sued  was  $492,450  and  the  amount 
outstanding  when  the  bank  closed 
in  1920  was  $49,995.  When  the  bank 
later  became  a  national  bank  again 
as  The  Farmer's  National  Bank  it 
elected  not  to  issue  national  bank 
notes.

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THE  FIRST  NATIONAL 
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Series  of  1929  Type  II  and  signed  by  D.  S.  Coleman,  Cashier  and  R.  A. 
Davis,  President. 


On  December  5,  19.30  The  First 
National  Bank  of  Plano  was  organ¬ 
ized  and  on  December  17,  1930,  it 
was  chartered  with  a  capital  of 
$50,000  as  a  successor  to  The  Plano 
National  Bank  and  The  Farmers 
National  Bank.  This  merger  took 
place  on  January  1,  1931.  The  bank 
received  charter  number  13511.  The 
organizers  of  the  bank  and  the  prin¬ 
cipal  stockholders  included  D.  S. 
Coleman,  Robrt  Arthur  Davis,  Fred 
Harrington,  Charles  M.  Rice,  W.  J. 
Robbins  and  Arch  Weatherford.  These 
men  served  as  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors.  The  bank’s  officers  were  Robert 
A.  Davis,  president;  Arch  Weather¬ 
ford.  vice-president;  and  D.  S.  Cole¬ 
man;  cashier.  In  its  first  month  of 
existence  the  bank  purchased  the 
Liberty  State  Bank  of  Murphy. 

The  First  National  Bank  took  up 
shop  in  the  building  where  The 
Plano  National  Bank  had  been  lo¬ 
cated.  In  the  19.50's  the  bank  moved 
to  a  new  location  and  the  A.  R. 
Schell  Insurance  Agency  bought  the 


building  and  has  been  there  ever 
since.  About  10  years  ago  the  out¬ 
side  of  the  building  was  restored  to 
look  like  it  did  in  the  1930's.  The 
First  National  Bank  has  become 
part  of  the  Republic  Bank  chain. 

The  First  National  Bank  of  Plano 
issued  Type  I  and  Type  II  $5  small 
size  national  bank  notes.  The  total 
amount  of  circulation  issued  was 
$200,310.  When  the  national  bank 
note  program  terminated  in  July 
1935,  there  was  $32,000  out¬ 
standing.

A  very  interesting  and  highly  col¬ 
lectible  series  of  Korean  charms 
and  amulets  is  known  as  Key  Mon¬ 
ey. 

Key  Money  was  given  to  newly¬ 
weds  by  the  rich  and  was  taken  to 
the  marriage  ceremony.  The  money 
was  woven  together  by  three 
threads  —  one  red,  one  yellow  and 
one  blue.  Each  thread  had  ten 
strands  each.  After  completion,  it 
was  tied  together  and  allowed  to 
hang  down  either  from  the  bed  or 
from  a  chatelaine  above  the  bed. 

Most  charms  had  either  symbols, 
sayings,  or  both,  relating  to  long 
life,  good  luck  and  many  off-spring. 
Common  sayings  are  “Long  Life, 
Good  Luck  and  Serenity,”  “Filial 
Piety,  Brotherly  Love”  and  “Good 
Fortune  and  Long  Life.” 

While  most  of  these  charms  and 
amulets  found  their  way  to  temples 
as  religious  offerings,  it  can  be 
assumed  that  in  the  smaller  towns 
and  villages  where  the  official  coins 
did  not  find  their  way,  these  were  as 
a  means  of  exchange. 

Two  books  cover  the  subject  of 
Korean  charms  and  amulets.  The 
first,  “Corean  Coin  Charms  &  Amu¬ 
lets,”  by  H.A.  Ramsden,  is  available 
as  an  ANA  reprint.  Ramsden  lists 
charms  from  his  own  collection, 
giving  both  translations  as  well  as 
illustrations.  Ramsden  divides  the 
charms  as  follows: 

1.  Large  Round  Coins. 
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2.  Figures  and  Animals  in 
High  Relief. 

3.  Bats  and  Butterflies. 

4.  Fish  Shapes. 

5.  Fan  Shapes. 

6.  Weight  Shapes.

8.  Hexagonal  Shapes. 

9.  Scalloped  &  Star  Shapes. 

10.  Pierced  or  Open  Work  Round 
Coins. 

11.  Round  Pieces  With  Pictorial

Designs. 

13.  Round  Pieces  With  Plain 
Designs. 

14.  Round  Pieces  With  Single 
Characters. 

15.  Miscellaneous  &  Odd 
Shapes. 

16.  Chatelaine  or  Large

Prices  in  two  conditions  are 
given.  Prices  (1974)  range  from 
$4.00  for  the  smaller  pieces  to 
$500.00  for  the  larger  “Chatelaine” 
pieces.

As  always,  one  word  of  caution. 
The  number  of  fakes,  forgeries  and 
fantasies  abound,  even  in  the  small¬ 
er  $4.00  pieces.  And  it  is  not  always 
easy  to  tell  the  good  from  the  bad. 

Finally,  the  idea  of  “Key  Money” 
still  exists  even  though  there  is  no 
longer  any  Key  Money  made.  When 
you  wish  to  rent  an  apartment,  you 
usually  do  not  pay  a  monthly  rent, 
but  rather  exchange  a  large  deposit 
for  the  key  —  thus  Key  Money.  The 
money  is  then  returned  when  the 
key  is.

CONTINENTALS 

The  first  type  of  paper  money  used 
in  the  IfS.  (issued  by  the  Congress 
of  the  LInited  Colonies  in  Nort  h  .Amer¬ 
ica  from  1775  to  1789)  was  called 
Continental  Currency. 

These  notes  are  truly  historical 
items  that  were  in  circulation  at  the 
time  of  George  Washington  and  Ben¬ 
jamin  h'ranklin  when  the  colonies 
were  struggling  to  gain  their  inde¬ 
pendence.  The  Latin  mottoes  print 
ed  on  the  notes  were  intended  to 
give  solace  and  encouragement  to 
the  suffering  colonists  during  these 
trying  times.
